back-handed lick at what they ratify and 
agree to enforce again? What do they 
mean by vigorously applying the Dem- 
ocratic rale of strict oonetruation to the 
amendments?

The Fourteenth Amendment i* 


mainly only the true interpretation of the 
old Constitution, bat the vital principle* 
and guarantees of the old Constitution 
wejre nullified by strict construction, or 
naturally take construction, hence the ne- 
cceeity of the Fourteenth Amendment, 
which defines who are citizens, what are 
the riphts of a citizen, and specifically 
uiveg Congress the power to enforce them 
by appropriate legislation.

to time pass laws to enforce them, and 
that the President shall execute these 
laws fully and sufficiently, subject only 
to the judicial power of theoourtaof tbe 
United States. If that is what they 
by the New Departure it la all right; if 
not, it is a mere political trick, too shallow 
to mislead or deceive any one- Ageing 
what do they mean by their, fifth resolu- 
tion ? Is it the miro naked axiom that 
aote passed by Congress are subject to re- 
peal { If so, why pompously utter what 
all admit? Bnt the context shows that 
they mean a repeal of all the ecta passed 
to enforce the amendments. 
Without 


the appropriate legislation tiray are mere 
dogmas without inherent power of enforce- 
ment. The Ten Commandments are law* 
of the highest sanction, but what are they 
worth without penalties and punishment*? 
What good does it do to say, Thou shatt 
not murder; thou sbnlt surely be put to 
death or imprisoned ? What use is it to 
say that »U men shall have equal civil 
political or civil rights, unless the law 
nuuiabi't a violation of said rights ? What 
dooTtmB-MiF~-JXmBrtnrpjnn.ii except to 
say that we recognize {he~~amB!iatneiit>, 


is a airing of fifteen resolutions, aad there 
is not a single, affirmative proposition in 
them upon which the Democratic party 
could stand united, except the one de- 
manding amnesty to Davis, Toomba and 
rebels of the South. Tbe first seven reso- 
lutions they call the "new departure." 
They remind one of tbe famous gronpe of 
bronze horses at Milan.

solemn pledge* of our loan laws, but 
the decision* of the Supreme Court, in 
order to cheat the public creditors. They 
declare their opposition to the national 
b*akiD*j-*7*t*m. bat propose nothing- to 
tok.it* place... In the wild and blind op- 
position, they weSiia "destroy tbe beat ays- 
tern ot currency we have ever had merely 
because it waa eateWshed by the Repub- 
lican party, though the fine commercial 
nation* of the world are applauding it and 
following our example, though Governor 
Chase, now one of their candidates, formed, 
it and support* it, though no man has 
lost a dollar M tbe holder of a national 
bank note. Yet they would derange all 
the business of tt« oonjatry by uprooting 
tbe gyatem, merely because there is sup- 
pond to be virtue in a party cry against 
bank*. They talk about a revenue tariff, 
and wias tax lawa, and yet no member of 
their party'in Congress ever proposed 
either, bnt opposed every means offered 
by us. When we repeal eighty millions 
of taxes they vote against it. When we 
desire new guards against fraud they vote 
krainst them. They talk about economy, 
and yet they vote for every extravagant 
expenditure. They would load us down 
with rebel losses in the war. They seize 
upon every popular cry—here one thing, 
there another. In Ohio it is greenbacks; 
in New York it i» specie payments; in
